FRENCH WOULD RE PURCHASE ADAM. 

New York. AuRUst 24. — Francis C. Bishop, who 
paiil JRG.l.tMKi to Edmund Blanc for the FlyiuR Fox 
stallion, .\daiu. and subseipientiv sold the horse* at 
Paris last yc*ar. sa.vs that M. Blanc is orRaiiiziiiR a 
syndic-ate to purc*hase Adam from tin* lluiiRarian 
Rovernuient and re-c*stablisli him in France. The 
jM‘rforiuam*es of two of .Vdaiii's first two-.vi*ar-obls 
have demonstrated that Franc*e lost a rchmI liors«* 
wlien Adam was permitted to ro to IIuiiRary last 
fall. A c*t»it and a tilly by Adam have shown cs 
jM*cially wc-11. Tin* tilly. Marsas. after def*‘atiiiR the 
Im*sC iillic*s in Frain*»*, tccok on a buuc*h of colts and 
lM*at fln*m. She is fast. Rame ami she iiiaiiaRes 
weiRht well. 

-\daiu was bred by M. Blanc and in* was a snc*ccss- 
ful rac*.* hors»*. He won six straiRht racc*s as a two- 
year edd ami tlirc*e at thrc*«*. .After his purcliasc* by 
-Mr. Bi.slmp he was broiiRht to tliis country and es 
tablished at the* .Millstream Stud. whc*rc* ho served 
a iiumlN*r of inare.s at $1 .cmmi per sorvic*e. Tin* tw«e 
yc*ar-»clds raciiiR in France* are md Amc-riean-bretl. 
'liny arc* from marc*s iuat«*d with .Adam at M. 
Blain*’s bi*for«* .Mr. Pdshop iMuiRlit liim. The eddest 
.vouuRstc*rs by .Vdam bic*d in this country are now 
y«*arIiuRS. 

.Mr. Bishop sold .Adam in Frauc*c* last fall b<*causc* 
thiiiRs l<M»kc*d sunally for raciiiR in this country. 
'I'hc* horse* was kuoc*kc*d down to an aRc*nt of tin* 
lluiiRarian Rovc*rnnn*iit at public* au<*tioii for $r»7.<HM). 
.Mr. Bishop tliiiiks it improbable that .M. Blanc's 
s.vudic*atc* will sin*c*ec‘d in ri*-iuirc*hasiiiR him. The 
lluiiRarians waiitc*d him apiiareutly to improve* tin* 
native stock of tin* c-ountry or they would not have 
sent to Paris for him.

SaratoRa, N. Y,, AiiRust 24. — The field for the 
.Amsterdam .S<*lliiiR Stakes elwimUe*d to four starters, 
a majority of the many eliRiI>le*s elecliiiiuR the issue 
lM.*canse of the |irese*m*e of Nimbus in the list of 
aiineuinced starters uini(*r the liRht iin|x>st of lOS 
pemnels. Tliis weiRlit was made i»ossll)le liy the cob- 
iditioiis, whh'h virtually made tlie race an owner’s 
handicap. Nimluis so far ontclas.sed ids three op- 
pemeiits — Beancoup. Nierldtt ami Ton.y Bonero — that 
he was held at isids («i in tlie hettlnR. In the run- 
niuR he proved the dominant faetor throuRbout and 
his time of as officiali.v posted, was the fastest 

mile run iliiriiiR the SaratoRa ineetiiiR. A number 
<»f prominent trainers ami experienced clm-kers. In- 
cludinR T. J. Heab*y. The>mas Welsh, .1. J. Hyland 
and H. (L Bedwell. timed the race in l:37j| or less. 
The winner elisplayed remarkable form, as did Beau- 
conp, the ninin*r-iip. Norhitt finished a distant and 
IiillinR up third. His improved physical condition 
evoked favorable comment.

<*:iiia Sine! farm, «me <*apalde of <*omiH*tinR snce*essfnllv with the liest Imrses of her time. Salviele*re. tlie 
winue-r in BKH’.. was indispiitahly tlie cliampioii twe»-ye*:ir e>hl of his year and but for fuIIinR lame would 
;*i‘«»b;;l*I.y Inive lieen as conspie-nonsly succrssfnl wlie*ii a three-,v<‘ar-old. Sea Cliff, the winner last .year, has 
lte*e*ii a winner in EiiRlaml this year.

The three overniRlit handicaps on the card easily 
surpass(*<l the stake fe*ature as raciiiR attractions ami 
all developed first-class .sport. Of the F'uturlty can- 
didates eiiRURe-d, I'erry Johnson made a particularly 
RoeHl impression. Wliile he did not win. his thirel 
was lookenl npem as a better jK-rformance than thi»se 
of Cherryola and Fair Louise, wliich finished ahead 
of him, Lotliario. another Futurity eliRible, made* 
a dismal showiiiR. He-rkimer was another alleaed 
phenomenon to he discredited. Toda.v the San^d 
colt ran true and straiRht as far as he went, whlcl*. 
was a little over half of the journey. That he is 
the best-ltK)kinR counterfeit seen on the tnrf In a 
lonR time was the opinion expressed by one promi- 
nent turfman after the race. 

The rnnninR of The Fad was conspicuously disap- 
polntinR. Cntll today Cherryola and The Fad have’ 
always dodRt*d a meetinR. and D. Austin has invari 
ably ridde*n ea<*h of the pair in their respectiv** 
races. The colored .jockey had the mount today on 
the recedinR favorite, while PaRe was put op on 
Cherryola. The Fad was outpaced in the early run- 
niuR by practically every horse in the race. 

A classy field of sprinters of mature aRe contested 
the second handicap on the proRram. It was cap- 
tured b.v Prince Ahmed in a spectacular effort from 
one of the extreme outsiders. Slincoe, with Dreamer 
third. Mary Davis, which finislu*d a fast-cominR 
and close fourth, was one of the best-backed horsM-s 
in the race. Trainer Blakelt-y’s apprentice rider 
prove<l wholly unequal to the task of pilotiuR the 
fill.v. which is just now in the finest form possible. 
FlcminR created a sensation by actinR us pacemaki*r 
for nearl.v six furlonRs. Ruble came out of the rac«* 
limpiiiR painfully from a kick receive<l at the po*<t. 

The* tliird and last handicap, at a mile, was con- 
te*ste*d li.v a bia field of Rooel class, including Arasee. 
The Sepiire. l)onalel Macdonald and Fort Johnson. 
Donald Mactlonald’s victory was an astonndinR re- 
versal of his previous rnnniiiR, wlicn he was practi- 
<*ally distanced on his own particular track by such 
an orilinary horse as Spellhonnd. Fe>rt Johnson’s 
prominence in the race was proliahly due to Taplin’s 
aptitude for beatinR the barrier. The two pro- 
imunce*el fave>rites. lliRh RanRe and Arase-e, were lu- 
Rlorionsly beaten. The forme*r was fouled repeatedly 
and in close quarters ami jockt*y Glass was busil.v 
eiiRURed in pnlliiiR up with Arasee from start to 
tinlsli. Tlu* two se‘IIinR races were won by The 
AVrestb'r and Ten Pae*e*s. resix-ctlvely. H. G. Bed- 
well secnre*d a useful horse in the first-named, which 
he* acepiire-d for $1,200 by the anctiem process in the 
paddcH'k. Be*dwell has earned Retaway money the 
liast two days after a <*emsiele*rable sfieil of non- 
I snc*cess. J. S. Ward, actiiiR for A. WelM*r. relieve*d 
liim of Hans in the second race, payinR $1,050 fe»r 
the horse*. 

Tom Shaw retired today from liookinR and left for 
New Y*ork toniRht, Shaw is a hiR loser at this me*e*t- 
iiiR.

San Fraiici.sco, Cal.. August 24. — DosignatinR the 
Walker-otis aiiti-lx-ttinR law void aud uncoiistitn- 
tieHul liccunse* it desigiiate*s a violation of the law 
a fe*Ioiiy. requiring jury trial, aud yet confers upon 
the* trial jnelge the |M>wer to make the offense a 
fe*le>ny or a iniseb-im-anor, acconling to the punish- 
ment iiu't»*el enit to the Ruilly. attorneys Henry Ach 
and Carre>ll Cook argneel bi*fore* justices of the Apiiel- 
lale Court yeste-rday against that nie*asnre. If the*ir 
arRiiiiie*:its are* susiaim*ei. it may im*an racing in Cali- 
feernia. as w»*ll as e>the*r states of the union wliich 
are saiel t«> liave i«ientie*al laws. 

The* atteirm-ys argued that the law passed by last 
winteT’s l«*Rislatnre* vest»*d in the trial judge tin* 
right wliicli emly the ge»venior of a state lias, viz.:

TRAINER JOYNER ON ENGLISH RACING. 

Trainer Jack Joyner of the Whitne.v-Belmout Eng 
llsh division of American horses at Balaton Lodge. 
Newmarket, in a ret‘<mt interview said: 

‘T like English racing. The people have all l>een 
kind to rae and I shall always rememlicr my visit 
as a very pleasant one should I remain no longer 
than this season. The only kick I have to make 
is against the handicappers, who I think have !>oen 
rather harsh on some of my horses, namely Sixty 
II., Sea Cliff. Hillside HI.. Perseus III.. Bobbin II. 
and Delirium. These horses Americans know as 
only moderate in America and they have been rather 
harshly dealt with (not that the handicappers 
think they are doing wrong In putting this weight 
on). I have tried to show them their merits by 
running them out in all their races and now 1 think 
they should be dealt with more leniently.” 

“If they were not goo<l horses.” Mr. Joyner was 
asked, “why did Mr. Whitney bring them over?” 

“Last fall when Mr. Whitney decided to come to 
England.” replied Mr. Joyner. “I told him our 
three-year-olds were very moderate. He said, ‘Take 
them over, as I will be there playing polo and we 
will at least have some fun,’ so that is the reason 
they all came.” 

“But what about the four and five-year-olds 
under your charge? They look well enough.” 

“They do, but I cannot account for Fair Play II.. 
Priscilllan and Stamina not showing better form 
than they have done, as they not only look well, 
but have done well. But they can’t run. .Mr. Bel- 
mont on his arrival, after looking over Fair Play II. 
and Priscilllan, declared that he had never seen 
horses more improved or looking better. They have 
been handicapped rather heavily, which is natural, 
as they were good horses In America, hut that has 
not kept them from showing their true form. They 
could not win with stones less. I am sending Fair 
Play II. back tc America to see if he will run any 
better on the dirt.” 

“How do you think that English racing compares 
with that In America?” 

“I like the racing over here very much, although 
I think the traveling to and from the various tracks 
is very hard on both men and horses. English race 
courses are far more picturesque than Ainorieau, 
hut in the way of stands and accommodation for 
the public I think America is ahead of this coun- 
try.”

Any 
American would rea.sonahly have expectnl something 
of note from a brother to Maskette and a half-brother 
to Commando., yet the.v have done nothing so far. 
It is true the Keene tWo-.vear-olds have ilone but 
little racing and it may be that they are being 
trained slowly for fall racing in the big stakes at 
Newmarket and elsewhere. Metaphor, the brother to 
Maskette. lias started hut once. This was in the 
Hursthourne Stakes at the Blbury Club meeting. July 
7. The race was won by Lawrruy and Metaphor 
finished sixth In a field of eight. Lyndiii. tlM^ half- 
brother to Commando, has also started once. This 
was In the .Salisbury .Maiden Two- Year-Old Plate 
at the same meeting, in which he finished seventh of 
eighteen starters. Sunshine proving the winner. The 
hay filly, CoronaL by Voter — Rosegarland, has won 
two races of no importance, being what would be 
called purses In this country, but, at any rate, she 
has won. Infatuation, brown filly, by Kingston- 
Runaway Girl, started in the Great Kingston Plate 
at Sandown Park July 16, hut was unplaced. Suffra- 
gist. by Voter — Noonday, ran unplaced in the Bock- 
hanipton Plate at Newbnry. March 31. and Blaik 
Satin, a black filly by Disguise — Veva. had a similar 
experience In the Osm.iston Plate at Derby. April 2. 
Up to latest advices Coronal is the only Keene two- 
year-old that has started more than once, so that 
unsatisfactory as their general showing has been, it 
would be overhasty to condemn them without the 
evidence of further racing. The fact that Mr. Whit- 
ney’s long- waited with Broomstick — Audience colt. 
Whiskbroom. scored a really important victory in the 
valuable Prince of Wales Plate at York Tuesday, has 
a bearing on the matter. 

TOMMY WRIGHT CLEVER AMATEUR RIDER. 

August 24.— In order to head off 
the victorious Tommy Wright of Baltimore, who 
seems in a fair way to win all the gentlemen races 
on the calendar unless something is done to check 
him, the other non-professionals suggest that the 
gentlemen jockey races of the future he made 
selling handicaps.
